This magnificent work was published by subscription, in single prints, 
issued at long intervals, several at 31s 6d each. Sir Joseph Banks, upon an 
occasion of addressing the Society of Antiquaries, said, in reference to the 
representations of Mosaic Pavements in the above work, “ Others have shown 
us what they thought these remains ought to have been, but Fowler has shown 
us what they are, and this is what we want.” For graphic truthfulness and 
effect, these representations have never been equalled. ‘The Prospectuses are 
very interesting, and are now great rarities. 

The ingenious Mr. Fowler was originally a journeyman carpenter, of 
patient and persevering habits; the difficulties he had to encounter in exe- 
cuting the present work were almost insurmountable. The work, which is 
scrupulously correct in all its features, is entirely his own ; the drawing, the 
engraving, the preparation of the colours, and even the making of the paper 
(for he could get no paper-maker to undertake it) are all the work of his own 
hands.

The complete book is by far the grandest and most elaborate work published 
in any country, upon its Roman Antiquities. It is supposed no province 
of the Roman Empire contained a greater number of extensively and richly 
decorated Roman Villas than England; so much at least may be inferred from - 
the splendid vestiges of Roman Edifices and Pavements. This work was the 
result of twenty years’ elaborate research. The greater part of the Drawings 
were made by Richard Smirke, Esq., an Artist distinguished for the accuracy 
of his pencil, and his zeal for antiquarian exactness. The plates exhibit most 
interesting and curious examples of Art and Magnificence.

It was till recently 
the opinion of most critics, based upon the dictum of Vasari, that Italian Art 
began its existence with Cimabue and Giotti, towards the commencement of 
the Fourteenth Century. However, more diligent and accurate researches,

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promoted by German scholarship, and carried out to the fullest extent by Mr. 
Salazaro himself, have established that a regular School of Italian Art, not

EXCESSIVELY RARE. It is more difficult to make a collection of the 
engravings of this great artist than of most others, because of his having lived 
in Paris, Berlin, and St. Petersburg, and having left the result of his labours 
behind him at each place. The copperplate engravings are charming works 
of art, but his etchings will always be more highly prized by the curious, 
especially those which reproduce the designs of Rembrandt, with whose genius 
he had muchin common. The etchings are besides much rarer ; and amateurs 
are always glad to have the chance of securing at one instant, such a fine 
collection as is now offered—one which it would otherwise require the research 
of a lifetime to bring together.

The number of copies printed of the First Stare of the Impression 
varied from 10 to 25; of the Seconp Srars, also from 10 to 25. Of the 
Tuirp Strate, about 100 copies were taken; and after that issue the 
impressions became worthless. Whilst the picked copy (first impressions) 
fetched at the sale referred to on p. 1000 (Lot 330) the sum of 850 guineas, the 
recent copies (Lots 897-911) realized only about £25 each; a good indication 
of their slender artistic and commercial value. 

Even if Turner’s painting should fail to keep its present place in general 
esteem, such a work as the Liber Studiorwm would alone be sufficient to 
vindicate his genius. Here his exquisite sense of the refinement of aérial 
truth and his incomparable power of displaying the contrasted beauties of 
sunshine and shadow are not perplexed in their exercise by the need of 
solving complicated problems of colour. We are allowed to appreciate the 
wide range of bis sympathies and to note the unfailing facility of his invention 
at a time when that invention had not yet lost its hold upon ihe simplicity of 


nature. 
In our judgment these plates mark the highest point in the development 
: of Turner’s genius. In these he has given to the world the best that he had 


to offer, expressed in a material that was the best fitted to display the 
strength and, at the same time, to suppress the inherent weaknesses of his 
style.”—Saturday Review, Feb. 22, 1879.

The Collection of Works in Cameo and Intaglio, formed by the third 
Duke of Marlborough and known as the “ Marlborough Gems,” has for nearly 
a century deservedly possessed a wide reputation. To the archeologist, the 
cabinet at Blenheim has always possessed a singular interest, from its 
including the collection of gems which had been formed by the famous Harl 
of Arundel, who, during the troubled times of Charles I, found a solace for 
the abridgment of his dignities in collecting works of art and monuments of 
antiquity.

The Pageant is, however, 
one of extraordinary rarity, as no copy has ever occurred in a public sale 
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except that of Sir Joseph Banks. The vounger De Bry must have come to 
London specially to execute the work: it was not done abroad, as appears 
from the words “ graven in copper by Derick Theodor de Bry in the Citty of 
London 1587.”’ The first plate contains a fine portrait of Sir Philip Sidney 
and a representation of the Black Pynnes, the vessel which conveyed his 
remains back to London, with a short biography signed by Lant.

These 303 Portraits are the artist’s original studies for pictures, executed 
by him from the life at various intervals between the years 1540 and 1570.

The collection has hitherto been 
little known, although acquired by the Earl of Carlisle towards the close of 
the last century; but it is one of high historical and artistic merit. ‘We can 
almost imagine we see all the pomp, chivalry, and beauty of old France; the 
knights who jousted with Francis I or Henry II, who fought with Montmorency 
and Coligny, Guise and Gondé, or who fell in the streets of Paris in August, 
1572—the great ladies whose lives Brantome’s pen has rendered notorious— 
prelates and statesmen chronicled by D’Aubigné—royal infants . . . and of 
these who will not look with interest upon Mary of Scotland?”

The authorship of the Dialogus Creaturarum is usually assigned, on the 
faith of an inscription in a MS, dated 1394, to a certain (or rather uncertain) 
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Nicolaus Pergamenus. This name is, however, otherwise unknown, and, if it 
be that of a real man, seems to suggest a Greek origin for the book. But it 
was evidently compiled in Latin, and from the resemblance of its stories and 
language to those of the Gesta Romanorum, might be attributed to monkish 
authorship in the thirteenth century. The reference to Helinand (Klymandus) 
in the sixty-eighth chapter is sufficient to prove that the Dialogus must be 
later than, say, A.D. 1220.

And even he speaks doubtfully of the 
title-leaf bearing the words “Le Rommant de la Rose,” which he had only 
seen in MS., but which is found in fine state (apparently the genuine and 
proper frontispiece) in the above copy. 

All the fifteenth-century editions are vastly superior to those of the six- 
teenth century, in which Clement Marot disfigured the text with his own 
audacious alterations and interpolations.

It is certain from Vasari 
that Sandro Botticelli practised engraving himself, and probable 
that he began to do so immediately after having furnished 
designs to the goldsmith, Baccio Baldini, for the Dante of 1481. 
His success, according to Vasari, was not great in consequence 
of his want of technical experience, and the biographer states 
that his best work was in illustrating the Trionfo della Fede of 
Savonarola. Now, as no such book is known with Botticelli’s 
designs, it seems likely that Vasari meant the Trionfi of Petrarca. 
What more likely than that he who had furnished designs for 
Dante in 1482 to another engraver, should in 1483 or 1484, 
when he himself took the burin in hand, have prepared a set of 
illustrations for the other great Italian poet, Petrarch P 
Bartsch’s descriptions requires a good deal of correction 
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beyond the erroneous ascription above mentioned. He gives 
details concerning three of the six engravings, confessing he 
had never seen the other three of which he assumed the existence, 
and he then describes another plate as a separate treatment of 
one of the subjects. But the name he gives to his No. 43 is 
wrong, the subject being really No. 42, and his No. 45 should 
be substituted for it. Thus he ought to have described the six 
pieces as Nos. 39-44, of which he knew and had examined 
Nos. 39, 43, 48, 44... 

Ottley never saw these engravings, and only knew them 
through Bartsch, but he was enabled by his critical acuteness 
to suggest that the author of the Peintre Graveur ought to 
have named Botticelli as the designer. As for Nagler and his 
continuators in the monogrammisten I cannot ascertain whether 
they had actually seen the plates, although it is most probable 


_ that such was the case. Passavant did undoubtedly know them 


by actual inspection. 

The copy in the British Museum has not only lost all its 
margins, but is, moreover, of a late impression, probably made 
in the sixteenth century by some one into whose hands the 
original coppers had come. There is a copy at Paris and 
another at Berlin, one of these being probably the identical 
imperfect set which was known to Bartsch.

We who, while painting the streets of the old town, the stately mosques, 
and unrivalled tombs of the Caliphs, have almost become worshippers of the 
beauty of the place, positively shudder to think that these splendid specimens 
of Oriental architecture may in a few days be heaped in ruins. 

The Government may have good reasons for following a particular 
policy, but we venture to think that nothing—no political considerations— 
can justify the delay which is taking place in providing for the safety of Cairo.

PREFACE. 


Books cannot live long without bindings, and the neater and 
more elegant such coverings are made the better chance there is of 
preserving to a good old age the volumes they enclose. It is therefore 
no unwise or contemptible mania (as mere scholars and journalistic 
journeymen have combined to assert) which impels the lover of good 
books to deck his darlings in appropriate costwme—a costume so 
beautiful and so good in itself that even Ignorance will be tempted to 
save the author for the sake of his robes. The book and its binding 
are like the mind and the body: who would not rather see a noble soul 
enshrined in a beautiful form than imprisoned in an ugly one? If 
only a little more of this “ coxcombry” of binding had been practised 
in former days, what precious jewels of intellect (especially of the kind 
that is best illustrated in our old Shakspearian and poetic literature) 
might not have been saved for us, which are now lost for ever ? 

A good work on the history of Bookbinding has yet to be written. 
Arnett’s treatises are jejune and out of date, and were based on 
defective material; while everything that has been written on the 
subject since is below criticism. We might except from this harsh 
judgment ‘La Reliwre” of Messrs. Marius-Michel, which is a 
thoroughly good book from its own point of view; but unfortunately 
the authors are © dorewrs”’ not “ reliewrs,” and suffer from bras like 
the man who cried “ There is nothing like leather? He was not a 
binder, but they are “finishers,” and their opinion is that nothing 
merits mention in connexion with the art of bookbinding beyond the 
process of decorating the sides and back of the leather with ornaments 
in gold. It is truly an elegant and artistic employment, requiring 
discrimination, taste, and skill; but alas! even of Marius-Michel, as of 
all other modern workmen, English and foreign, it must be said that 
they are mere eclectic copyists. Of. cowrse eclectic wmitation is a 
correct principle, but those who followed it in the siwteenth and 
seventeenth centuries did not seek their models slavishly in the works 
of their predecessors, but in the contemporary development of ornamental 
art in other branches of industry, or else in the adaptation of natural 
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forms. When the two Deromes had gone—that is towards the 
period of the French Revolution—there were binders both im France 
and England who revolted against the stereotyped repetition of Boyer, 
Padeloup, Derome, and sought for originality not always with success. 


Roger Payne, Kalthoeber, and Charles Lewis in England, Thouvenin 


and Bozérian in France, must be mentioned with respect, as having 
thus won distinction: for their successors during the last sity years 
or so, however successful in the production of handsome and solid 
bindings, we cannot entertain the same esteem. | 
In a review of the history of Bookbinding, the art (at least in its 
present character) may be said to begin with the ninth century. Under 
the enlightened patronage of Karl the Great books multiplied, and the 
more valuable were bound in wooden boards covered with ornamented 
plates of gilt or silvered metal, set with gems and ivory carvings. 
This method of decorating books was far older than his time, and had 
long been in use in the Byzantine empire; but there are few specimens 
existing earlier than the ninth century (the first article in the present 
catalogue is a fine example of the kind). It ts, perhaps, vmpossible to 
find homogeneity in bindings of this character, for although the jirst 
overlaying of the metal work may have been contemporaneous with 
the book, the accessory ornaments were usually relics of an older date, 
and frequently portions of the covering were removed or altered to 
substitute fresh plaques with enamel or other more highly prized 


embellishments. But in the ninth century, simple leather coverings | 


began to be largely employed for ordinary books, as we have reason to 
know, although the plainer bindings of that and the three succeeding 
centuries have not survived. It is only the thirteenth century that 
yields us some specimens of binding in stamped leather fustened over 
the wooden boards in which books were enclosed. The simple impressed 
decoration of that time developed in the fourteenth and fifteenth 
centuries into elaborate and often beautiful designs, embracing 
arabesque borders and compartments of scriptural or symbolical 
figures, sometimes bearing legends. In this style of bookbinding, although 
some fine examples were produced in France and Italy towards the 
end of the fifteenth century, the South Germans enjoyed a decided pre- 
eminence, and it lingered amongst them till the end of the sixteenth 
century. With the beginning of that century the French began to 
discard the use of wooden boards, as the Italians had already done a 
generation earlier, and the present kind of paper-boarding or paste- 
board came into nearly general use. Morocco leather began to be 
substituted for the old sheepskin, deerskin, and hogskin coverings, and 
the impressed ornament was brightened with a little gold or silver. 
Princes and Popes of the Medici family, surrounded as they were by 
learning, art, and refined luxury, stumulated the nascent taste for fine 
bindings, and Rome and Florence produced magnificent work, enriched 
by painters and goldsmiths, for their gratification. But this only 
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refers to exceptional volumes: the regular craft of bookbinding was 
chiefly practised as an industrial art at Venice, where Aldus Manutius 
(venerabile nomen) employed artisans of every nationality in the 
binding-shop attached to his printing-house. Contemporary artists 
furnished designs, including even modifications of Oriental patterns 
(already familiar to Venetians), and the result was the production of 
good books in fine bindings, completely in the modern sense of the 
phrase. The sides of the volumes were no longer studded with gems 
or embossed with plates of precious carved metal; it was not the 
jeweller or the cunning artist in gold and silver to whom the book was 
indebted for its external beauty, but the bookbinder, the artist in 
leather. There were rich and elegant bibliophiles who demanded that 
their books should be beautiful although only in leather coverings, and 
Aldus was able to satisfy them. The rivalry of France with the 
Empire in Northern Italy, led to the creation of that taste for fine 
bindings which has always distingwished the French Kings. Louwis 
XIT and Francis I had it, in a minor degree; but when Grolier— 
whose official position under the latter king kept him for the 
greater part of twenty years (1510-80) in Italy—had, by personal 
intercourse with Aldus, Pietro Bembo, and others, contracted the 
passion for good books and beautiful bindings, the Dawphin Henri 
caught the contagion from his ewample. As Grolher was the 
greatest of all private collectors, so no king has ever had such 
lovely bindings executed for him as Henri II (whether for himself 
alone, or in assoctation with his dear Diane.) Maioli had probably 
made Grolier’s acquaintance at Venice: although we know nothing 
of him beyond the fact that he loved fine bindings, we may 
conjecture that there was a giving and taking of rdeas (as we know 
there was of books) between him and Grolier. Henri IPs wife (the 
famous Catherine de Medicis) had splendid book-bindings, and their 
children inherited the taste. Magnificent work was done for 
Francis IT (and Mary Stuart), Charles IX, Henri Il, and 
Marguerite (who married Henri IV). The golden time of ornamental 
art in bookbinding was the half centwry between 1525 and 1575. For 
the first twenty years of that period the Italians had the best of tt, 
during the other thirty the French took the lead, which they have 
never lost, notwithstanding the decided declension of style which 
followed the persecution of the Huguenots. It would seem as though 
the great artists who worked for Henri II, Diane, Catherine, Mary 
Stuart, and Charles IX were Huguenots from the south of Iranee. 
Lyons was a nursing place for bookmen, artists, and heretics, anil 
connected in various ways with men of great mark: Grolier, Aldus, 
Dolet, Servetus, Holbein, Cousin, Petit Bernard. The reputation of 
Venice as the home of industrial bookbinding came to be divided with 
Lyons from about the time when Grolier returned to France, and the 
Venetian and Lyonnese bindings, even of the most ordinary hind, 
85 * 
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produced between 1530 and 1600, are nearly always good and 
tasteful. The ornament was produced by impressions in gold from 
engraved plates—an excellent process, but not of course to be compared 
with the fine hand-work that appears on the books of the great 
collectors. This style of binding was naturalized in England about 
1560 (after a little indulgence in Grolieresque models, which had 
succeeded about 1545, to the coarse wooden-boards and stamped- 
leather work familiar everywhere. The last and best development of that 
English Grolieresque work appears in the books bound about 1560 for 
Thomas Wotton, the father of the famous Sir Henry), and prevailed 
till the time of Charles I, when (after an episode formed by the 
embroidered silk-work of the Little Gidding community) Hnglish 
binding subsided for a time into dull and ugly plainness. 

In Italy, after Maioli’s death (about 1550) and the transfer of the 
sceptre of taste to the French school, bindings became more elaborate 
and gorgeous, thick masses of dotted gold forming a basis upon which 
painted mosaic patterns were designed. The bindings assigned to 
Demetrio Canevari (about 1600, but more probably done for his 
father) belong to this over-lueuriant style, although sometimes we 
jind simple and chaste Canevari work. In France, after the 
dispersion of the grand Huguenot binders, the patrons were for- 
tunately not lost, and the fine wmstincts of De Thou and others 
created a new and beautiful type of binding, identified with the 
names of Nicolas and Clovis Hve. This was seen in solid coverings 
of morocco, decorated all over the sides and back with interlacing 
patterns of geometrical character, the spaces between the parallel 
lines and in the middle of the figures, left at first quite blank, 
but afterwards filled in with palm branches, and wreaths of 
foliage, and the smaller ornaments to which the name fanfare 
has been applied. This style was very elegant and obtained con- 
siderable vogue, most of the fine bindings done between 1580 and 
1620 being of the fanfare pattern, including some that were 
bound for Henii ILI, Marguerite de Valois, and Henri IV. With 
Henri IV, however, and the whole Bourbon line of kings, a new 
style of royal binding came into vogue, plainer and less artistic 
as to ornament, but more solid and aristocratic as to leather. 
(Henrt IV and Louis XIILT had many of their books covered over 
with fleurs-de-lis im gold, and some of those which were done by 
Le Gascon for Louis XIII are lovely works of art in the style 
which will be mentioned in the neat paragraph, but as a general 
rule the reign of plainness came in with the Bourbons), Although 
De Thou mdulged originally in the elegant fanfare bindings, most 
of has books were plainly and solidly bound in the soberer style 
now setting in. Side by side with this respectable manner we find 
a new departure on the lines of the fanfare bindings. About 1620 
a binder, who is usually called le Gascon or Le Gascon, who 
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must have been a workman in Clovis Eve’s house, added to the 
geometrical and fanfaresque patterns of the latter a new hind of 
ornament, consisting of minute gold dots elaborated into lines and 
curves of singular brilliancy and elegance. This pointillé ornament, 
as it is called, gradually drove out the interlaced patterns with which 
it was at first combined, and from 1630 to 1660 the favourite style 
of decoration on the backs and sides of books was produced by the 
lucuriant convolution of those lines of dotted gold. Cardinal Richelieu, 
the Queen Anne of Austria, Cardinal Mazarin, and other noble and 
distinguished collectors, had their books thus ornamented, but the 
minute repetition of gold dots became too painful a labour at last, and 
about 1660-70 a compromise was established by mining fine con- 
tinwous lines of gold with the pointillé, and after 1670 the dots were 
only used as an accessory. In the meanwhile the Le Gascon ornament 
had become fashionable in England, Italy, and the Low Countries, and 
some very excellent work of that sort was produced im those countries 
even down to 1680. In France, between 1670-80, a man named Boyer 
or Boyet united in his house the plain solidity of the royal Bourbon 
bindings and the modified Casconesque, which consisted of flewrons 
and angle- and centre-pieces, done by means of small fine gold curves, 
almost wholly without pointillé. His bindings, especially those 
which were doublé, were more solidly respectable than the 
work of Le Gascon’s imitators, while at the same tume they added 
ornament to the sober style then in vogue; and all the dis- 
tinguished collectors, from Colbert. to Count Hoym, without speaking 
of royal personages, for whom he bound ex-officio, made use 
of Boyer and members of his family from 1670-80 to 1730. Boyer’s 
style has not completely gone out of fashion yet, most of his 
smaller ornaments being still used by all bookbinders wm France, 
England, and elsewhere. Between his time and the Revolution the 
space is bridged by the names of Augustin Duseuil, the Padeloups, and 
the Deromes. Amongst the peculiarities of the history of binding 1s 
the widespread belief in the existence of an Abbé Dussewil, who, during 
the second half of the seventeenth century, employed himself in the 
production of dainty book-covers. They are chiefly remarkable as 
being in red morocco, with a double row of rectangular gold lines on 
the outsides, and the figure of a vase at the inner angles. In many 
cases also the binding is doublé, that is, it has a red morocco lining 
inside the cover ornamented similarly to the outside. The first tume 
this amateur binder was heard of was in the year 1724, when the books 
of Loménie, Comte de Brienne, were taken to London and sold there by 
auction, the catalogue frequently mentioning that the books were bound 
by the Abbé Dussewil. Now, it is probable that the Count, when 
sending his books to the auctioneers, mentioned that his own part of 
the collection was bound by A. Du Sewil (a man then im great vogue 
as a binder in Paris), from which the auctioneer’s cataloguer may have 
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amplified A. into Abbé, and taken the statement to refer to the more 
elegant bindings in the library, which were really the work of the 
Boyers or Boyets, and had been executed for the Count’s father. Such 
a misapprehension is easily accounted for, but it has been the basis of 
many wild and romantic theories, adopted even by sound eritics like 
Mr. Edwards (the author of the book on Libraries). Augustin Du Sewil, 
who thus got the credit of having produced the elegant vase bindings 
of Boyer, was related by marriage to the Padelowps. He flourished 
about 1710-20, and his chief merit as a binder was to have reproduced 
some of the minor Le Gasconesque features in work of the Boyer type, 
thus softening the severity of the latter, and leading the way to 
Padeloupian licence. Nicolas Padeloup did eacellent and elegant 
work; the finest specimens of Antoine Michel Padeloup are marvellously 
rich and luwuriant, although considered deficient in correctness und the 
sense of propriety. The two Deromes did solid and fine work with 
flower and lace ornament, always in good taste uf a little monotonous, 
and always pleasant to look wpon notwithstanding the charge of 
cropped margins and occasional want of regularity. The second 
Derome, before he assumed the business of J. A. Derome iv 1761, 
seems to have taken wp the clientele and the style of Padeloup (dead 
in 1758), which he never afterwards entirely neglected. In England, 
the Le Gasconesque wnutations and the contemporaneous plain morocco 
bindings done by Hugh Hutchinson (1665-85) gave way to imitations 
of Boyer, but Hlliot and Chapman, who bound for Harley Earl of 


Oaford, can lay claim to a certain heavy elegance and originality. From - 


the last quarter of the seventeenth century a specially English style 
was coming into existence, and some elaborately ornamental specimens, 
richly inlaid with variegated leather are occasionally seen, although 
most of the ordinary binding was very clumsy. It is to that school of 
elaborate Hnglish work that Roger Payne’s art belongs, but 
purified by skill and natural taste. With all his faults he was the 
last great English binder, and much of the work he produced between 
1770 and 1790 is of singular excellence. After his death, and during 
the first twenty years of this century, there was a spasmodic effort to 
seck and introduce new methods of ornament, both in France and 
Hingland, but it was not very successful, although very ewcellent 
improvements were effected in the more mechanical part of the work. 
Since that time all the binders in both countries seem to have settled 
down in a general tacit acknowledgment that they can do no better, in 
point of decoration, than imitate the work of the old craftsmen, and 
pick out from at, with questionable eclecticism, many varying details 
of ornament for the purpose of forming a blend. This is not praise- 
worthy, but for solid, well-knit, durable bindings in rich morocco of 
the best quality no one can beat our Bedford, just as Trautz in France 
was able easily to claim pre-eminence for minute perfection and fine 
finish,

with the cruciform nimbus round the Saviour’s head, may show 
that the Crucifixion in ivory is a work of Byzantine art, probably 
dating back nearly to the age of Justinian. The reign of 
Charlemagne was marked by considerable activity in the 
production of fine MSS., which, as a matter of course, demanded 
handsome coverings of silver or gilt metal, with gems inserted, 
and an ivory carving set in the middle. Few of such contem- 
porary coverings have survived ; most books which originally 
were ornamented in that way suffering a gradual loss or change 
in their outer appearance. Fresh plates of metal were substt- 
tuted for older ones, and with the eleventh century the cloisonné 
enamel of Limoges came into vogue for that purpose. Some- 
times the original centrepiece was preserved, as may have been 
the case with the MS. above described. The older metal plaques 
were gone when the present ones were put upon the MS., then 
about three hundred years old, but whether the ivory carving 
be the same as had occupied the front in the days of Charlemagne 
and his successor cannot be decided. It is in any case a precious 
remnant of a much older time, probably the early part of the 
seventh century, and has been in the company of the MS. for at 
least seven centuries and a half. The gems are all en cabochon ; 
four of them are rock crystals, three jasper, and one agate.

It is not the MS., beautifully written as it is, and interesting 
as a relic of Latin calligraphy in Flanders in the time of 
Charlemagne’s grandchildren, which concerns us here; but the 
ivory Crucifixion considered as an accessory ornament in the 
bookbinding. It is probably of twelfth century work, and 
may have then been inserted in the original cover, or what 
remained of it.

The book has been said to be of the fifteenth century ; 
but the binding is not nearly so old, and may date from the 
seventeenth century. The curious ornamentation above referred 
to is this—the pattern is cut out of the thick leather, and gold- 
leaf having been inserted between the boards and the covering, 
a peculiar effect is thus produced. 

The text is considered to have a special value, as varying 
considerably from the recognized Kthiopic text. The paintings 
are apparently by two different artists, and some at the end 
appear unfinished. They have brilliancy of colour and sufficient 
correctness of design to indicate the existence of a school of 
art.

From the stamp on the sides, it is evident that Louis XIV presented this 
beautiful little MS. to the monks of St. Francis de Paul about 1680, and it is 
not an unfair assumption, from that royal ownership, the exceptional number 
and excellence of the miniatures, and the fact that the first of the two large 
pictures with which the volume begins is bordered with large fleurs-de-lis,— 
that the book was originally illuminated for a French king. As its age is the 
end of the thirteenth century, Philip the Fair must have been the original 
owner. In the first picture just referred to, there are three standing figures,— 
the Virgin, of colossal stature, with the infant Saviour in her arms, on her 
right a crowned seraph or saint holding a sword, and on her left a crownless 
angel or saint with a lamb in his left arm and a branch of palm in the right 
hand. The painting on the opposite page is a Crucifixion. ‘These two pictures 
have borders of various subjects, the background is of bright metallic gold, 
and the figures are painted with a softness and sweetness of colour which 
gives the effect of miniatures on ivory.

(thus yK) is twined with 9¢,—the K standing for Catherine and the C for 


Charles—proves that Charles IX was still reigning when the binder’s work 
was done. This must therefore have been executed between 1571 and 1574.

Only one other copy on vellum is known—which is in Lord 
Spencer’s library, and which has generally been considered 
unique. From the facsimile of its De Thou binding, given by 
Dibdin, it is plain that both copies were bound at the same time 
(about 1569-70). Consequently the De Thou arms impressed 
on the Spencer copy must have been impressed at a later date, 
perhaps over the arms of Catherine de Medici, with whose 
library that great bibliophile had much to do in 1594. But the 
Sunderland copy is the presentation copy to the King, and is, 
notwithstanding the attacks of the worm, in excellent condition, 
with its curious original back (also richly gilt with the interlace- 
ments and the fanfare-ornaments in their earliest stage) 
projecting upwards and downwards, at top and bottom, beyond 
the level of the sides and front. Nicolas Eve is usually credited 
with the bindings done for Charles LX, but this was still before 
the Bartholomew night, and the pattern on the sides is fine 
enough to warrant a belief that the Huguenot artist who 
worked for Diane, Catherine, and Henri I], drew the masterly 
geometrical design here.

Independently of the artistic and royal associations which 
should make this volume precious in the eyes of every French- 
man, it has also a scientific value; the maps being the first 
detailed and accurate cartography on a large scale of that 
portion of the French kingdom which it deals with. They 
are also a remarkable attestation of French skill in diplomacy, 
even more than in arms, and exhibit the dexterity with which 
Henri Quatre knew how to make peace. When he signed the 
treaty of Vervins in 1598, by which he closed the war with 
Spain, he said significantly, ‘‘ With this stroke of the pen, I have 
achieved greater successes than I could have won im a long space 
of time with the best swords of my realm.” He then ordered 
this Atlas to be prepared as a monument of what he had done 
to create a new epoch in French history, and it cannot be denied 
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that the record is a splendid one; creditable alike to the royal 
statesman and warrior who made it possible, to the clever 
draughtsman by whose hand it was executed, and to the artist 
who clothed it in a binding of so much beauty. 

The MS. consists of one leaf ‘‘ Table des Cartes,” and 
36 double leaves of maps, as follows :— .

Excessively rare, and excessively curious. It is generally supposed that 

the date is false, and that it was not originally in the book, but was added at 
a later period. Lord Spencer believed the real date of the impression to have 
been between 1474 and 1478, and Dibdin, who thought it was earlier, reluc- 
tantly followed him. The type was ascertained to be identical with that used 
in the book, ‘‘ Arctini Comoedia,” professedly printed in the Abbey of Schu- 
ssenried (Sorthena), in Wiirtemberg, and Dibden built an erroneous theory 
upon it. It is probably correct to assume that the Terence was printed at 
Strassburg by a printer contemporary with Mentel and Eggestein, whose name 
we do not know, and that he afterwards set up a press in Schussenried, and 
printed there the “ Aretino,” dated 1478. As for his work in Strassburg, we 
know that he was at work there in 1471 and 1472, and, consequently, it 
would not be wonderful if he had also produced a book in 1469—dateless 
originally, but on the unsold copies of which he might have added the proper

This preface is very interesting for the complete account 
which it gives of the preparation and production of the work, the assignment 
of the various details to the various artists, the names of the projectors and 
patrons in each department,and the general conspectus of the modus operandi.

There is no title (except a supposititious one printed some eighty years 
ago) but the first page, which begins ‘“‘ Enfans Nepveux Cousins” (these three 
words, in three separate lines), bears the signature of Hug. Picardet (he 
died in 1641), who would certainly not have written his name in that place if 
there had been any preliminary leaves. Moreover, a Dauphin of France 
would not have had the book bound in red morocco with his arms if it were a 
defective copy of a work that could be had complete. Hence we may take for 
granted that it was privately printed without any preliminary matter, and not 
at all improbably at Sully in 1617, although that is the very date that Brunet 
denies, while he assigns it to the Chateau of Lugny in 1653. He simply 
followed Barbier. Brunet’s continuator is in still greater confusion, evidently 
believing that there was an edition printed in 1596, and a reprint of a portion 
in 1597. Others, again, have supposed that the Memoirs of Gaspard, and 
those of Guillaume, were two distinct works. The fact remains that, although 
the historical matter of the book ends with 1595-96, a document dated 1616 is 
printed in it, and Hugues Picardet owned the volume before 1641. It was 
bound for Louis XVI, while Dauphin of France, about 1770. Derome’s

It is a significant thing that amongst the under-scored passages there is 
one (on folio 194) which may be rendered as follows :—There is no choosing 
of a wife: whatever she may happen to be, as such she must be kept ; whether 
quarrelsome, or foolish, whether ugly, proud, or unclean. Whatever her defects 
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may be we only discover them after the bond is tied. A horse, an ass, an ow, 
a dog, the meanest articles of property, our clothes and our pots, our chairs, 
cups, jugs—any of these may be examined beforehand, and we buy them after 
they have undergone the test. Only a wife’s qualities are not exhibited—lest 
she prove distasteful before the bargain is settled. On the margin of this 
passage, there is a note, “ Vide T. Mori Utopiam,” which in connexion with 
the fact that the book belonged to Henry VIII, and that the paragraph above 
extracted harmonizes admirably with what we know of his matrimonial 
peculiarities, may be safely assumed to be in the handwriting of the King. 
On the title-page there is a note in the same hand, stating that the author’s 
name was given by Joannes Vallensis (an English doctor of the thirteenth 
century) in the form of ‘Jo. Salobinensis.”” The works of Vallensis were 
printed in 1516, in the same year as More’s Utopia, and were not likely to 
have been looked into by any student of the Utopia and the Polycraticns, 
unless from a curiosity naturally incident to new publications, or for some 
special reason, such as the compilement of a new theological treatise. It was 
probably, therefore, between the year 1519 (when Luther’s De Captivitate 
Babylonica appeared) and 1521 (when Henry’s famous Asserto Sacramentorum 
was published in reply), that the King read the Polycraticus and wrote his 
MS. notes in it.

The illustrations are drawn by a bold and skilful hand, 
the landscape accessories are admirable, and the illumination 
(which means that the lights and reflections are produced by 
the use of gold and silver) most effectively worked out. The 
designs of the pictures and the character of the handwriting 
are unmistakably English, and prove consequently that when 
Boaistuau came to London in 1559 to present his book to the 
English Queen, he did not bring with him an illuminated copy 
done in France, but only his own draught MS. from which he 
employed an English penman and an English artist to execute 
the necessary labour. The result was this fine book—a royal 





volume, which forms a treasury of English art in the early years . 


of Elizabeth. Unluckily the title and the last page of the 
preface have been torn out, but the book is otherwise in perfect 
and unimpeachable condition. We have the full dedication in 
which the author announces that he has come expressly to 
London to present his book to her Majesty before getting it 
printed, and states that no one else had yet seen it. As we 
know it was first printed at Paris in 1560, this statement 
sufficiently indicates the date of the MS. and there can be no 
question about its having been executed for the Queen. The 
book consequently appears in this section of the catalogue 
although the Royal Arms are not found on the binding —-which 
is nevertheless a fine specimen of English ornamental work. 
It was done by the same binder whom Archbishop Parker 
usually employed.

This may be called the Masham Bible. Its first possessor after the King 
was Sir William Masham (he probably received it as a present when he got 
the baronetcy in 1621), of Oates in Essex.

His first note refers to his marriage in 
1611, and the next to the birth of his first son in 1616, but these and the 
three succeeding entries seem to have been all written down in 1622. The 
second list is that of his son William’s children, but after the old man had 
entered the fifth child in 1646, he died; and the remaining entries were made 
by that fifth child (Sir Francis Masham), who commenced by adding the 
names of five brothers and sisters, then the date of his marriage in 1666, and 
finally the births of three children in 1667-70, It was with this Sir Francis 
that John Locke lived during the last ten years of his life, and it was a son of 
this Sir Francis who was raised to the peerage for having married Abigail 
Hill, Queen Anne’s favourite.

Such was the opinion of Horace Walpole, who accordingly 
has included the wrong lady in his list of royal and noble 
authors. The real one was Anna, daughter of Sir William 
Cornwallis, and second wife of the Harl of Argyll, whom she 
married in 1610, and converted from staunch Calvinism. to her 
own religion—the Roman Catholic. The result of this change 
was that they went abroad, and lived in the Spanish Nether- 
lands from 1618 to 1638, the Earl taking service under the 
King of Spain. His wife compiled this work in Spanish and 
dedicated it to the Infanta Isabel, widow of the Archduke 
Albert, and sovereign of the Low Countries. From the 
extraordinary rarity of the volume, only a few copies can have 
been printed. This one may have belonged to the young Luisa 
Guzman, the sister of the Duke of Medina-Sidonia, and the

future Queen of Portugal (by her marriage with John Duke of 
Braganza), and have been presented by her to her daughter 
Catherine when the latter quitted Lisbon to share the throne of 
Charles II of England in 1662.

When this book was stolen, probably after Christina’s departure from 
France in 1658, the bibliophile-thief pasted two thin strips of paper over 
the inscription, which was written on the title page at the bottom. It is still 
quite plain when the page is held up to the light, and runs thus :— Presenté 
a sa Majesté la Reine de Suéde par Monsieur |’Eminentissime Cardinal 
Mazarini le 2 Janvier 1646.” It was a truly royal present in its magnificent 
binding executed by one of the twelve artists whom the Cardinal kept at work 
for him. In the broad borders on the sides, the dexterity with which the 
angles have been managed, so as to produce an ensemble of perfect symmetry, 
is most remarkable as indicating the hand of a master.

But the initials which 
appear on the Saxon armsare “A.H. Z.S, IK.” which may be Anna Herzogin 
zu Sachsen, Kurfirstin, or which might stand for Anna Herzogin zu 
Sachsen-Koburg, in which case it would not be Mutter Anna who owned the 
volume, but her unhappy daughter, Anna, who married Johann Kasimir Duke 
of Saxe-Coburg in 1584, and was shut up in prison in 1593 for inchastity.”

Although this large volume does not bear Grolier’s name, 
yet there is sufficient testimony in the binding that it was once 
his. ‘There are only three Bibles in the catalogue of Grolier’s 
books made by Le Roux de Lincy, but he says ‘‘ on peut hardi- 
ment conjecturer que ce n’étaient pas 1a les seules Bibles com- 
plétes qui eussent appartenu a Grolier.” Indeed, what was more 
likely than that Grolier, the learned patron of Aldus, should buy 
from the other learned printer, his compatriot, Robert HEstienne

himself with a copy (now in the Bibl. Nat., in a royal binding, 
somewhat similar in style of ornament to the above)?

This book was bound by a Boyer about 1720. Who the collector was, 
whose arms appear on it and the preceding work, I have been unable to 
discover. He is called Perrinet, simply because the same escutcheon is given 
in Dubuisson’s Armorial de la France, to ‘“ Perrinet, seigneur de Jars du 
Pezeau.” He is, except so far as this bare statement goes, unknown to the 
writers on Genealogy and Heraldry, and his moblesse may have been of 
doubtful quality, notwithstanding the Count’s coronet which surmounts his 
arms. There is an olive-branch in the dove’s mouth, which is not given by 
Chevillard-Dubuisson. The owner of these two books must have had a choice 
library, as a long space of time elapsed between the binding of the two works, 
and he could not have heen idle in the meanwhile.

The pieces which compose this Recueil having all been printed and sold 
separately, it is nearly impossible to make up a complete set, and, according to 
Brunet’s continuator, we usually find that copies consist of only five or, at most, 
eleven pieces. Here there are twenty-eight, all in fine condition and perfect, 
except that there is no frontispiece to ‘La Toison d’Or.” The four dramas 
(Attila, Tite, Pulchérie, Suréna), which were not printed in Paris till some 
years later, cannot, of course, be expected to appear here; and, to make up for 
them, we have two of the rarest pieces of [Thomas Corneille substituted. These 
are the Persée and the Pyrrhus, both printed in 1666.

This fine MS. has an interesting pedigree, which attaches it 
to some of the noblest names in the aristocracy of old Hngland. 
It bears in the borders the De Bohun arms eight times repeated, 
and the Mortimer and Badlesmere arms once each; thus indi- 
cating that it was written and illuminated (in a convent of 
Dominican monks—Black Friars, or Friars Preachers—as the 
text and calendar everywhere indicate) for Elizabeth, sister of 
Giles, the last Baron Badlesmere, widow of Edmund Mortimer 
(son to the famous Roger, Harl of March) and wife of Wilham 
de Bohun, Earl of Northampton (who had married her in 1338, 
and who died in 1360). This lady’s will, made long before her 
death (with her husband’s permission), and dated 1306, shows 
that she regarded the Preaching Friars’ Order with especial 
favour, and that she was one of their chief patrons. Stow 
records that she was buried in the Church of the Blackfriars, 
near Ludgate Hill. It is therefore easy to account for the 
special Dominican character of the MS. The volume came 
afterwards into the possession of Sir John Clifton, of Bokenham 
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EpizaBeta DE Bonun—continued. 
Castle, Norfolk, whose widow, Dame Joan, bostowed istud 
Psaltervum preciosum wpon the Convent of Dominicans at Nor- 
wich, in the year 1450 (five or six years before her death)—as 
appears from a memorandum written at. the time on the first 
page, probably in the hand of Friar J. Gillingham, through 
whom the gift was made,

The printing of this scarce work, dedicated to the Princess Mary, after- 
wards Queen, was commenced at Louvain in 1550, but the sheets were 
destroyed before publication, and the book was only effectively printed in 
London on the accession of Queen Mary. Its author was made Bishop of 
Winchester. This is a finely-preserved volume, and has a value independent 
of the book in the fact of its being a dated example of English binding in 
the first year of Queen Mary. The contemporary artistic labour bestowed 
upon Grolier’s books influenced the English binder, who was ambitious enough 
to imitate the efforts of his foreign rivals, The curves, parallels, and 
involutions are there, not so the taste and skill which should convert the 
work into a thing of beauty for all time.—Sir Francis Inglefield, an ardent 
Romanist, and one of Queen Mary’s Privy Counciilors, retired at her death to 
Spain, and lived there for the remainder of his life.

Thomas Wotton, “a great cherisher of learning,” was the 
son and heir of Sir Edward Wotton, of Boughton-Malherbe in 
Kent, and a man of high reputation amongst the landed 
aristocracy, but so modest that he declined honours and offers 
of service from Queen Elizabeth, when he entertained her at his 
house, in 1573, during a royal “ progress” through Kent. He 
was father of the second Sir Edward, who afterwards became 
Lord Wotton, and of the celebrated Sir Henry, whose life was 
written by Izaac Walton. The book was probably bound 
immediately after its publication, or in 1550, when the death of 
his father put Thomas into the possession of a noble estate.

Thisis in the foreground of a charming pastoral landscape, 
with trees and hills far off, and a stream winding through green 
banks in the middle distance, while lambs, frisking kids, and a 
finely painted dog appear nearer to the front. Above each of the 
shepherds’ heads, a tree rises, and an armorial shield is hung on 
each, that on the left hand bearing the arms of Pirckheimer, and 
that on the right the arms of the Ritter family, to which his 
wife belonged. The two figures look like portraits. The one on 
the left, beneath the Pirckheimer shield, sits at the foot of the 
tree, with a violin and bow in his hands. His aspect is majestic 
and peaceful, and he wears a graceful beard; while the other 
shepherd, who is standing against the opposite tree, and playing 
on the Pandean pipes, is beardless, but wears a sword, and has an 
immense club resting against his shoulders. It is altogether a 
eraceful and{vigorous composition, in which the figures of the 
dog and of the frisking kids are remarkably fine, but especially 
revealing the artist’s hand in the two human figures. There 
is a leaf of paper, now fastened in the volume, but probably 
thrust in loose originally, on which appears, in a sixteenth-century 
hand; the statement, ‘‘ Albertus Durerus Noricus fecit In hono- 
rem Bilibaldi Pirkeymerii amici sui optimi, 1524.”

On the margins around No. 9, there are pasted six small oval 
pictures containing heads from Shakespeare : Lear and Cordelia, 
the same, Prospero and Miranda, Macbeth and his wife, Othello 
and Desdemona, Falstaff and Prince Hal (or Sir Toby and 
Viola), King Lear ?, Juliet. These are No. 242 in Rossetti’s 
list (Gilchrist IT, p. 251). 

The contents of these three volumes are amongst the best 
and finest of Blake’s works—a guarantee indeed for which is 
the fact that they were all done for Mr. Butts, Blake’s best 
friend during the chief part of his working-life.

These light sketches in pencil, containing Blake’s first designs for subjects 
afterwards carried out, or differently treated, or which in some cases were 
never reproduced, have a special value of their own. Blake said “ first lines 
in designing should never be lost,” anda collection of this kind will be studied 
by the critic with more curious interest than the perfect pictures of his Comus or 
Paradise Lost. Here we have hastily drawn figures from his visions, and 
studies of various kinds, which represent the earliest impressions of his artistic 
idea. They passed from Mrs. Blake’s possession into the hands of the artist 
Fred. Tatham, with whom she lived in the closing years of her life. ‘The last 
drawing in the portfolio, not included in the above number of forty, is a 
curious coloured picture by Mrs. Blake of a Face in the Fire. At the end two 
leaves containing four proofs of Blake’s engravings of Wedgwood’s Pottery 
are added.

simple of the class to which it belongs, may prove the most generally accept- 
able.”

The Visions deals as Mr. Gilchrist says, with ‘formidable moral ques- 
tions ’’—that is, the existence of love and lust, the relations of man and woman, 
and the hollow mockeries of social decorum.

When the title-page of this Gallery was engraved, about 
1665, the plates had probably been in course of production for 
fifteen years or more. They are by Jan Lutma, Cornelis 
Visscher, Theodor Matham, Van Daalen, Vermeulen, and Falck ; 
and are magnificent specimens of engraving, especially in these 
brilhant unlettered engravers’ proofs. Some of the plates are 
etched by a peculiar process, called ‘‘au maillet” by its inventor, 
Jan Lutma. This is an unmatched and unmatchable copy, 
which passed through Mariette’s hands in 1678, one of the plates 
bearing his name and that date on the back, while the inscrip- 
tions to all the plates, as well as the MS. list of plates, are in his 
handwriting.

The lovelist example of Miniature-Art which has appeared 

for sale in the open market during the last fifty years. Hven 
the splendid Giulio Clovio of the Townley sale must yield the 
palm to this little MS., when we consider that, beyond the 
exquisite and delicately painted miniatures, it contains nearly 
500 charming borders with an infinite variety of flowers, fruits, 
birds, and butterflies, for surpassing the famous volumes 
decorated by French artists in the fifteenth century. In this 
work we can trace the hand of Gerard of Bruges, a miniaturist 
of the very highest rank, born about 1470-75, many of whose 
works were formerly attributed to Hans Memlinc, and who is 
now generally recognized as the principal illuminator of the 
Grimani Breviary. It was probably destined as a present from 
Philip of Austria, or from his wife Juana (la Loca) to her 
mother Isabel of Castile or her sister Isabel of Portugal; and may 
therefore be assigned to the period between the years 1496, when 
Handsome Philip and Crazy Jane were united, or 1497, when 
King Emanuel wedded the younger Isabel, and 1504, when the 
great (uecen Isabel of Castile died. The letters y y frequently 
repeated in the borders are probably rather for Ysabel than for 
Yuana, but there is no doubt that they designate a Spanish 
princess; and even much of the decorative painting betrays

genuine Spanish work, perhaps by the assistant hand of Juan 
de Borgofia or Pedro de Berruguete. The calligraphy through- 
out is Spanish, and although the body of the book is in Latin, 
and according to the Roman use, the last prayer in the volume 
oceupying five pages, is in Spanish. It is a translation of “ la 
Oracion de Sant Gregorio Papa,’ but with a curious and 
significant modification: the sex of the worshipper is made 
feminine. This seems to indicate the devout Catholic Queen, 
the wife of Ferdinand of Aragon; rather than either of her 
danghters. Two of the pictures look like portraits ; one—Saint 
Barbara—lI will not venture to identify, but the other—Saint 
Catherine—is almost certainly the portrait of Dofia Juana when 
she was about twenty years of age, to judge from the authentic 
likeness given in Carderera’s Iconografia. The first may be that 
of Margaret of Austria “la gente Demoiselle,” who had many 
artists in her service, and who may have been the real begetter. 
of this beautiful little MS., on account of her brother 
Philip. 

There are seven full-page miniatures; 12 borders painted 
with landscapes and figures ; 48 small miniatures, and hundreds 
of initials and dainty borders of the most varied design. The 
studies in natural history are exquisite; the gauzy wings of 
insects and the velvety down of the butterfly are limned with 
rare delicacy ; there is inimitable freshness and beauty in the 
flowers and wild fruits; tissues of gold and silver-cloth, jewels 
and gems, are painted with great power. How this MS. was 
treasured and admired in the seventeenth century appears from 
two inscriptions written in gold on separate leaves at beginning 
and cnd. ‘The one in front is as follows, written about 1620 :— 


Juvit delectans, animeeque oculisque voluptas, 
Quee scripsit pingens officiosa manus 
D. Bonaventure de Rubeis 
Diletto agli occhi, aiuto a l’alma ascrisse 
L’ufficiosa man che pinge e scrisse. 


The inscription at the end is simply “ Pagine 248 ”—merely a 
record of the number of leaves (not pages). 

The MS. begins with the Calendar, in which there are 
twenty-four miniatures. The initials y y occur in the borders 
of the months of May and October—a circumstance which we 
might couple with the facts that the younger Isabel was born 
in October, 1470, and married Dom Manoel in October, 1497— 
and that he was born in May, 1469. The full-page miniatures 
represent Jerome worshipping in the forest, St. Anthony in the 
foreground of a fine landscape, St. George fighting with the 
Dragon, St. Apollonia, St. Catherine, St. Barbara, St. Chris- 
topher. The border-miniatures are arranged in scenes and 
occupy the entire margin of each page so decorated. ‘The first 
is Christ in the garden, the disciples sleeping, Judas leading the 
soldiers up from below, 7w camateu-bleu ; 2, Scenes from the 
life of St. Anthony in the desert; 3. A palace-garden, a young 
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lady kneeling and tending flowers, a young gentleman approach- 
ing from an open door (the long golden robe and her costume 
indicate princely rank;. they must be Philip and Juana, or 
Manoel and Isabel) ; 4. Scenes from the life of St. Catherine, 
camateu or, and camaieu blew; 5. Scenes from the story of St. 
Barbara, camatew or and camaiew blew; 6. The sarhe two royal 
lovers as in No. 3, seated together in the palace-garden, he 
being now in succinct costume, having discarded the long 
princely robe; 7. The stall at Bethlehem, the Adoration of the 
Shepherds, distant towers and houses; 8. Pilgrims at a Shrine, 
groups of statuary in camaieu gris, under golden canopies 
around; 9 represents apparently a funeral cortége, although 
without black robes or signs of mourning, monks bearing a 
covered bier or table towards the foot of a cliff where armed 
watriors are waiting to receive them (this is exquisitely painted, 
and there is nothing finer in Italian work than the colouring 
and design here); 10. Christ before Pilate, arraigned by the 
Jews, and the procession with the Cross to Calvary through the 


streets of Jerusalem (this also is delicious in the harmony of 


colours and the delicate drawing of the numerous figures) ; 
11. A street with houses, two boys whipping tops; 12. The 
symbols of Christ with some heads; 13. A field of skulls, gates 
of a cemetery, a church in the back, and a grim death’s head 
occupying the initial. The smaller miniatures in initials or 
borders need not be particularized, but all are fine, and some 
of marvellous delicacy, painted in grisaille. Independently of 
the v y united by a cordon in different places, there are in some 
of the borders groups of letters, used apparently for the most 
part as mere ornament, but sometimes significant. The 
recurrence several times of the letters YQ YQ, evidently indicates 
a symbol in imitation of the QV, which we know was used by 
Philip of Austria as his motto (Qui voudra).
